had the consummate folly, as well as indelica 
cy, to dress herself in male attire, and to ob­ 
tain the entree of the hell, kept by the indivi­ 
duals against whom he sought to obtain a 
warrant.

This did not satisfy

as soon as lie came out of confinement.

cordingly, yesterday afternoon, Butler saw 
Dunlap, who has very recently hern set at 
liberty, in Arm street, and requested him to 
cross over, as he wished to speak to him ; but 
as he appeared to be drawing something out 


of hi* bosom, Dunlap declined, and entered 
C u m m i n g s ' grocery store, into which Butler 
immediately followed, and discharged the pis­ 
tol nt him, lint without effect. T h e pistol was 
fired over the shoulder of a third person, and 


the powder scorched and drew blood from his 
cheek. Dunlap heard the ball whistle by him, 
and it lodged among a pile of hales, in the 
store. 
Butler did not attempt to escape, but 
•aid he meant to kill Dunlap, lie interrupted 
one of the witnesses, who did not testify to 
his liking,by saying—“ I fired the pistol op en ­ 
ly arid honorably, with the intention of killing 
D u n la p ; but I want the story told fairly.” 
He made no statement in defence, but merely
